Oilicoi- Rein stopped up and informed 


tho man that it would bo necessary fcr 
him to visit the sheriffs' office and give 
an account of himself as there was sus- 
picion ho had .stolon tho horse. 
Ho was 


perfectly willing to go and readily told 
tho oflleor that he was a traveling stone 
jnason and his name was J. 
15. Jones. 


Tho rig belonged to him and ho was all 
right. 


To Sheriff Pugh ho said t-hnt ho caino 


from Kockford.llls., and mentioned other 
places whoro ho had boon. But his mem- 
ory failed him when tho sheriff asked 
what towns ho had passod through on tho 
way up. 
Ho admitted that when ho 


struck Konosha ho had a covered buggy, 
that ho traded tho vehicle for au open 
buggy and then the open buggy for tho 
cai-c.

Jonos drove away with hor.

threatened to cut hor throat if sho did not 
leave tho buggy.

wcund and half frightened to death sho 
leaped out, made hor way back to Platto- 
villo and swore out a warrant for Jones 
on charge of horao stealing and attempt- 
ing to kill hor.

Testimony of Doctors. 


Dr. Simmg was called and testified that 


he and Dr. Sauer had made a post mor- 
tem examination aud found in tho intes- 
tines evidences of inflammation, but did 
not make an examination for poison. 
Ho gave as his opinion that tho existing 
inflammation of the bowels was sufficient 
to cause death. 
He was not favorably 


impressed with tho Japanese medicines. 


Dr. Saucr was sworn and gave evidence 


substantially tho same as Dr. Sirnras, also 
stating that he could not give any cause 
for tho inflammatiou without making a 
chemical examination. 


Dr. F. R. &arlock testified that tho 


stomach had the appearance of an intem- 
perate man and the intestines had a 
highly congestive appearance. 


Dr. A.H.Hoy stated thatfrom tho stom- 


ach downward there were indications of in- 
flammation and the blood vessels were 
clotted together. 


Dr. Kitto testified that ho was called 


about 8:30 o'clock Tuesday ovoning and 
found tho patient in a cold perspiration and 
breathing hard, with pulse almost imper- 
ceptible and tho man in intense pain. 
Tho heart was in bad shape and considered 
death approaching. 
Ho diagnosed the 


case as an obstruction of the bowels and 
refused to give a burial permit for the 
reason Mr. Higgins had attended him. 
He said that ho did not make tho remark 
that tho man had beau poisoned. 


S. II, Ilig-giiui Sworn. 


The next witness sworn was S. B. Hig- 


gins, who said ho had resided 
horo for 


nearly three years and conducted a gen- 
eral storo en "Washington avenue. 
Ho 


has attended ninny sicK persons and has 
often boen called to assist physicians, by 
which he has gained a great deal of ex- 
perience in tho handling ot medicines. 
He stated that ho had no diploma tut 
might havo had if he had money enough 
to buy one, as some others havo. 
The 


witness treated Mr. Murphy during last 
wintoi, for inflammation of tho bowols 
and brought him through all right. 
Ho 


was called again a few months afterward 
and found tho patient suffering with tho 
samo complaint. 
Mr. Higgins -stated 


that the medicines that ho handled were 
not patent medicines but proscriptions by 


prepared tho man for t-he end and said that 
Mr. Murphy would die. 
Dr. Khto was 


called and at once said thnt Mr. Murphy 
would not live until midnight and pre- 
scribed a littlo castor oil and warm milk 
and ono dose was given him. 
Mr. Hig- 


gins afterwards came to tho house and 
was told what Dr. Kitto said; with an 
oath ho said Kitto did not know what he 
was talking about, 
that Mr. Muprliy 


was all right aud would bo well in tho 
morning, but that he wus dcud by 10 
o'clock. 
Mrs. Murphy said Dr. Kitto 


told her that her husband was 
full of 


poison and that the medicine ho pre- 
scribed might help to get Lho poison out 
of him. 
Sno said Mr. Higgius told her 


lie had givon enough medicine to her hus- 
band to lill three men. 
Hor husband had 


great confidence iu Higgins who had told 
him doctors would poison and kill him. 
Higgins had said to people in tho house 
that he would hot f to Mr. Murphy would 
bo all right in the morning. 
Sho also 


poison but were compounded from the 
best of vegetable drugs, - At this juncture 
of the proceedings a number o* questions 
wore asked of tno witness by several phy- 
sicians present, pertaining to tho medi- 
cines and tho nature of the disease. 
Mr. 


Higgins appeared to answer ' them in a 
satisfactory manner. 
Speaking of tho 


persons who made tho medicines tho wit- 
ness said that he did not know Out what 
they know as much about medicines as a 
physician present. 
Mr. Iliggins charac- 


terized tho whole movement as a personal 
spito against him. 
It there was to 'bo 


any analysis of his medicines ho said he 
wanted fresh medicines to be taken. 
The 


witness concluded his testimony by stat- 
ing that, ho made no charge for his ser- 
vices but of course expected pay for his 
medicines.

Cnvarjliijt Stability th* Important Qual- 


ity of the Standard of Valno. 


Professor Laughlin, replying for the 


negative side, said that' the quantity ot 
the measure of value is not EO material sa 
the unvarying stability of tho standard. 
The necessity of increasing tho quantity 
of money is growing leais Important with 
tho development of tho systom of ex- 
thanjea. From 03 to 95 per cent, of thu 
transactions arei parformad by this ma- 
chinery, without the use of money, and 
investigations by tho comptroller of tbs 
currency show that 5* p«c cent, of tho re- 
tail transactions are similarly performed 
without tho uao of money.

beria, in 1S59, cuttings o[ it were trans- 
planted to the experimental gardens at 
Moscow, and from there it wag first intro- 
duced into France, also as a decorative 
plant, In ISG'J. From there it traveled to 
England and Germany, and a few years 
later it was generally known In all tho bo- 
tanical gardens of tho continent. 


Outside of these gardens, however, it 


was not known to bo cultivated nt all, al- 
though it has a striking appearance, adapts 
itself readily to extraordinary conditions 
and requires barely any attention. 


It is accredited wir,h properties which 


will ros'.st tho utmost extremes of heat 
and cold, that will continue to grow on 
the poorest of soils, that will withstand 
threo cuttings per year, and that will yield 
n crop five times greater than alfalfa, or 
about 100 tons per acre. 
The atoms and 


leaves of suchaUnc, -which are said to be 
very nutritious, art) greedily eaten hy cat- 
tlo and sheep. 


Plants introduced from Russia by Pro- 


fessor J. L. Budd havo been grown by 
him for a number of years at Ames, la., 
for what purpose Bnd with what success 
ho has noli reported. At the Texas agri- 
cultural experiment station, at College 
Station, on tho Teias Central railroad, in 
Brazos county, seed o.f sa«haline obtained 
Inrn Franco was planted in the winter 
of 1S94.

17, 1S05, says that "tho plants grew very 
Irregularly, and some of them now, hav- 
ing been transplanted, are S inches high,

In The Gardeners' Chronicle, London, 


of July 22, 1S93, appears the following 
statement: "Fevrporenninls havoa nobler 
effect on a lawn, or anywhere whore there 
is sufficient space, than Polygonum sacho- 
llnenso, Ono drawback it has, and that is 
that it throws up its great osparagusliko 
shoots in profusion and not always where 
they are wanted. A gravel path, as wo 
know, offers no obstacle to this vory push- 
ing Intruder." 


A writer in Tho Rural Now Yorker -who

In spring, when the buds of the 


;tock begin to shoot, they should be placed 
hi their final position, and thus vigorous 
roots of rapid growth are obtained. As to 
tlio seeds, when these begin to grow, on 
Mio appearance of the radicle they should 
bo treated like flower or vegetable seeds, 
sown first in a garden in good, rich soil in 
:ows and afterward puu out into nursery 
,Sods or In their final position. 


"The double method of multiplication by 


roots and seeds enables a permanent plan- 
tation to be formed aud combined. 
The 


roots, at several yards apart, yield early 
vegetation and well established stock from 
the first. 


"Young plants raised from seed planted 


,at a distance of one yard apart soon fill l,Ue 
intervening space and coverall the plat,"

Cars—A Great Municipal UctlerWikln^;. 
Cost of the Enterprise*—Disturbance of 
ruziian Ticncs and ruritaii Fculln£s.

BOSTON, May 13.—It's a rather interest- 


ing fact, when you come to think of It, 
that, although Boston and Chicago uro as 
far removed in sympathy and sentiment as 
they are geosrraphic:iily, they of all large 
American cities are tho ouly ones now 
making extensive municipal 
improve- 


ments. 
Yet so i; is, nucl In c;ich case the 


improvement underway is of great impor- 
tance not only to the city in v.-.iich it is 
being made, but also to il:e vorM at large, 
since each partakes largely ol the nature 
of a pioneer work, nnd much data, certain 
to bo made the basis for calculations as to 
similar works elsewhere, will be developed 
during the period of construction. 


It is true that the drainage canal at Chl- 


Ongo is the more important work of ihe 
two, as far us cost, magnitude and rela- 
tions with the whole country go, but the 
subway at Boston Is quito us pronounced a 
step in tho march of progress and possibly 
tho more significant of the two, for, while 
Chicago, out of regard for the health of 
her citizens, was forced to do something ia 
order to Oisposo of her sow.;r:ige and to 
purify tho horrible dir.ch known as tho 
CI;iciigo river, Boston's ir.ovo in building 
a subway for the accommodation of her 
trolley cars was the result of tio greater 
congestion of street pnssirnger traffic t,h;in 
exists in several ol her largo cities. In Xew 
York and Brooklyn particularly, notwith- 
standing the duvatert railroads, there are 
as loud cries for relief as t-Iieru over have 
been here. In Brooklyn the first prelimi- 
nary steps for underground rcliei! have yet 
to bo suggested, nud lu New York, al- 
though there has been a lot of talk, hun- 
dreds of thousands of dulhirshavc been «- 
.ponded in surveys nr.d plans, and more 
thau once the needed legislation has been 
accomplished, nothing of real value has 
yet been done. Boston, however, has ac- 
tually set about the construction of an un- 
derground lino of intramural travel, aud 
to Boston should bo awarded dun credit for 
this evidence of the spirit of true progress. 


It is not necessary to go into elaborate 


details here concerning the particulars of 
this enterprise. Fortunately for Boston it 
is not as yet considered nefcssury to ex- 
tond the subway between points far re- 
moved from racli other, Busion is not a 
smnll city by any mwins, but owing to its 
compactness \ lu-rc arc no such enormous 
distance's within its borders as e-tisc in 
New York, Chicago, Brooklyn or Philadel- 
phia, and tho chief need is not, thi'rofore, 
exceedingly rapid transit over lon^ lines, 
but simply relief from overcrowding In 
the town's unusually narrow, crooked 
thoroughfares. This contention, is greatest 
in tho streets connectpin^c two important 
railroad terminal points, the Union depot, 
on Causeway street, where trains arrive 
from and depart; for "down cast," and the 
Old Colony depot, which ar.is as the pate- 
way for railroad travel to and from New 
York and the south and west. These points 
are not much more than a milo apart, the 
Union depot being near the Charles river 
and the Old Colony near the public gar- 
dens, which are separated from historic 
Boston Common by Charles street. 


The total cost of this subway, of suffi- 


cient dimensions to accommodate four 
trolley tracks where needed aud two else- 
where, has been estimated at $5.000,000. 
a lar^e sum truly, but ins;i^:iilicant beside 
the 850,000,000 authorized for an under- 
ground railway on Manhattan Island and 
still smaller compared with the fiiu.OOO.- 
000 that has been earned as tlio very small- 
pstlimonnt for which the work can be ac- 
complished. Boston was a long lime pet- 
ting ready to begin her subway, and t lie 
prelim I nary work included the sec'.iring of 
elaborate) reports upon tho transit facilities 
of most of tho world's great cities and the 
making of many plans both, for depressed 
and elKvated roads and for improved sur- 
face roads also. Finally last yisirtho need- 
ed legislation for tho construction of the 
subway was secured, and tho actual work, 
in charge of a commission, duly appointed 
for that purpose, was begun on March 20 
of this year. In tho meantime there had 
been much opposition to the whole scheme, 
and various amendments had been made 
to tho enabling act. It was originally pro- 
posed not to run the subway under any 
portion of the Common or tho Public gar- 
dens; but, as at present contemplated, the 
southern or southwestern terminus is lo- 
cated in Boylston street, near tho Public 
gardens, and for two or three blocks The 
subway will pass beneath tho people's two 
chief playgrounds. ' 


Owing to the fact .that tho tracks are to 


bo comparatively near tliu surface, tho 
subway cannot bo tunneled so as to leave _ 
tho trees and gross undisturbed, but must 
bo dug an an opon ditch, and this necessi- 
tates complete destruction of the beauty of 
thoso parts of tho gardens and tlio Com- 
mon traversed by tho work. Kacurally 
there was some indignation when this be- 
camo known, but tho feeling wns'greatly 
modified later when it was explained that 
tho grass and trees and other adornments 
can and will bo restored eventually, and 
that tho destroyed beauty will again bo es- 
tablished in three or four years' time. 
There was a rather general revival of in- 
dignation, however, when, along lu tlio 
middle of April, the laborers who wore at 
work on the excavation in the Common 
uncovered a number of tombs containing 
human bones. These tombs were a part 
of the old Control burying ground, which 
dates from Puritan times, but no one ap- 
pears to be now living who has a personal 
interest in tho disturbed remains. 


The subway rails will bo 33 foot below 


tho street surface in tho deepest port-Inns, 
though much less in sor.ie places. The top 
of tho roof will bo H feet above the rails. 
The distance from the street to the station 
platforms will average about 16 feet. 
Whore two tracks are used tho width of 
tho subway will bo 24 foet; where there 
are four tracks, 'IS. Instead of using tho 
masonry arch system of construction, the 
structure will be of stool imbedded in ce- 
ment, with brick arches turned between 
steel girders for the roof. This, it is be- 
lieved, will be moro solid and porhups 
cheaper than the masonry arch. The inte- 
rior of the tunnel will bo covered with gray 
cement and perhaps later with glazed 
brick. It will be lighted throughout with 
electricity find offectivoly ventilated. 
Tbo 


city will not operate the subway, but will' 
lease its trucks to tho trolley companies.

10.—Loggerhead key is the last eruption of 
the great Florida reef. It is Uncle Sam's 
jumping off place In tho southeast.

Isle i« famous for its turtles, and I recent- 
ly engaged in a turtle luint there with o, 
merry party from-Key 'West. 
. The light on tho key is ono of the best 
on tho coast. 
It is of the first order and 


can bo seen 23 miles. Thcro are only sev- 
en euch lights on tho Atlantic seaboard. 
T'.ie tower is 1GS fee: !:!^!i, painted half 
black, half white. As the sun had not yet 
sot and the sport woulil not begin till 
night,, I climbed the 100 stops to the lan- 
tern. Fr.r around spread tha gull, with 
Imro anrl there a reef spix'kinjj tlio surface 
of the water. Inside the great light burn- 
ed -fiercely. 


In ono sitlo of i ho glass Fe.t in tho tower 


In a strip of crimson. 
When a vessel sees 


this danger signal, slic knows there is a 
shoal ahead. 
Some lights have several 


such strips, rcpres','.nti:!g';-.s many shoals. 


Tho equipment of a ligluhuusc is pro- 


verbially ne.at, At Loggerhead, as at ev- 
ery light, thvoo keepers live. .Each man 
takes his shift at watching in ihc tower. 
One man lights the bmp and stays beside 
it till 10 o'clock; another keeps vigil til! 
2; tho tilled finishes the darkness. At a 
shoal light like this tho keepers are allow- 
ed to have their families with them, but 
at reef lights, the most lonely places In 
the world, no woman is permit-tod to stay 
at- night. Log.ierliead kuy is 01:0 of the 
largest of the Florrtla keys, nnd the quar- 
ters of tho keepers are very pretty. Cocoa 
palms sh;idc the loner, C9pl house, and veg- 
etation peculiar to the. clime Is ubuodaut.

HOME OF THE COLD WAVE. 
' 


Vall*t In Eastern Britiih Colmm1>ta S«Jd 


to Bo It* Starting Point. 


It i» frequently asked, Where do cold 


waves originate? The coldest portion of 
tlio North American continent is in all 
probability in tho Saskatchewan valley, 
east of Mount Hooker and Mount . Hood, 
both of which are. situated -in the Rocky 
mountain raugo tti.it divides British Co- 
lumbia 'from the valley and the Alberta 
country. The height of this mountain 
range prevents the eastern trend or flow of 
vapor from the Pacific ocean from, crossing 
over into the valley, as itwould were it not 
tor the presenco of this high range ol 
mountains. 


Yoti*St must not be supposed that ex- 


treme cold • always prevails here, because 
at certain intervals the vapor from the 
Pacific flows east by way of the Alaska 
peninsula through tlie upper valley "of • the 
Athabasca river into Alberta and the val- 
ley of tho Saskatchewan, and there meet- 
ing with a- more souihern .inii -eastern flow 
of vapor that Hows through the gap in tho 
mountain range made by the bay of San 
Juan it warms and expands the atmos- 
phere, crosses tho path of the cold wave, 
and a warmth of from 2A to 40 degrees Is 
the result, as we often seo graphically 
marked on the weather map by red dots 
hero and tJiero on its surface. 
But thi» 


does not satisfactorily answer -why it ia 
that the cold wave leaves its home in th« 
abovo mentioned valley to go junketing on 
a southern tour. 


To find tho cause of those successive 


cold waves which we experience from, time 
to time we will have to look in quite an- 
other direction— down to the northern 
tropical latitude, where the great evapora- 
tion of those warm currents and ocean 
surfaces is carried westward from the At- 
I/imic ocean by the trade "winds and is 
mossed together between1 tlie winds-of tho 
eastern off shoro- winds; blowing some- 
times from Florida and at other times 
from Ttvxas, but in cither case promoting 
cyclonic action, which has the effect of en- 
larging the area of the storm, and the Im- 
mediate result is< an enormous crpunsion 
of atmosphere usually denominated "low." 
As this "low" moves across che surface of 
the middle or eastern states it pours down. 
large quantities of water in the shape of 
rain and is constantly receiving accessions 
of cloud matter to replenish its energies. 
and thus in this manner it creates more or 
less of .1 vacuum, into which the air from 
the northwest Ls drawn with more or lcs« 
momentum, and tho cold wav* Is com- 
pleted. — Washington Post.

I Remove from the fire, and while it is cool- 
! ing mis equal parts of petroleum, benzine 


and rectified oil of turpentine, and in this 
dissolve the fatty ink, introduced in small 
portions tinder constant stirring. The sol- 
vent should be added in such proportions 
dial tlie linished ink shall be of theconsist- 
ency of fresh oil paint. Now wind tho rib- 
bon on a- piece of cardboard, place on a ta- 
ble several layers of newspaper, then un- 
wind the ribbon in such lengths us may bo 
most convenient, and lay them smooth on 
the paper. 
Apply the ink by means of a 


soft brush, like a toothbrush, rubbing it 
in well. Hardly any ink should remain on 
Uio surface. For colored inks use pnis- 
filan blue, red lead, etc., especially the ani- 
line colors. 
A specimen formula g'ven is: 


Aniline block, a half ounce; alcohol, 15 
ounces; glycerin, 15 ounces. Dissolve tho 
anilino in thealcohol and add tho glycerin, 
inking the ribbon as belore.

At Bangalore, in southern India, the 


qnarrving of granite slabs by means ot 
wood "flre has been brought to such perfec- . 
tion that an account of ' tho method is in- 
teresting. Tho 'rock forms solid masses 
uninterrupted by cracks for PC -cral hun- 
dreds of feet, and when quarried over an 
aica is treated as follows: A narrow lino 


0£ wood fire, perhaps seven feet long, is 
gradually elongated and at the fxime time 
moved forward over the tolerably even sur- 
face of solid rock. The line of flrc is pro- 
duced bv dry logs of light wood, which 
have been left burning in their position 
until strokes with a hammer indicate that 
the rock in front of i.iio fire has becomo 
detached from the main mass nudcrneatft. 
The burning wood is then pushed forward 
a few inches and left until the hammer 
a"ain indicates that the slit has extended. 


Thus the fire is moved on, and at the 


same time tho length of the line of 'flrc is 
increased and made to be convex on the 
side of the fresh rock, tho maximum length 
of rhe arc amounting to about 2o feet, it 
is onlv on this advancing line of .fire that 
auv heating takes pljjjfc. the portion which 
has been traversed Wn? ™* W.,^' 
This latter portion is covered with the 
r<hes left by the wood and with thin splin- 
ters which havo been burst ofl\ These 
splinters aro only of abo-jt one-eighth ot 
an inch in thickness and a few inches 
across 
Thev are. quite independent ot tno 


ccueralsplit'ting'o: the- rock, which Is aU 
the time going on at a depth of about five 
laches from tlic surface. 


The burning lasts eight hours, and the 


Line of fire advances at the average rate ot 
nearlv six feet ar. hour. The area actually 
passed over by the line of lire Ls -500 square 
fret but as the crack extends about three 
feet on cither side beyond the fire the area 
of the entire slab which is set freo raeas- 
u-es about 740 square feet.
